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HIS is one of those years in which we are supposed to 

rub out and start over. This is the year, Washington 
tells us, and the business men around our block tell us, when 
we have our “recession,” or rubbing out. 

The last time we rubbed out, it took us six or eight years 
to start again. But this isn’t a depression, it is a recession. 
It is not supposed to be a trip to the sanitarium. Just a round 
of calomel. Just enough to shake a lot of people loose from 
the worldly goods which encumber them, so they will start 
out again, purged and healthy and willing to work for a 
living. 

For many weeks the press releases from Washington 
have been preparing us, as a sly mamma pulls the wool over 
the eyes of a child before slipping him a dose of something. 
The President says if prices are not reduced there is going to 
be trouble. Well, he knows prices are not going to be re- 
duced as long as the pricemakers can help it. So what the 
President is telling us is, in effect, that there is going to be 
trouble. 

The Government bureaus are explaining that, according 
to a well established cycle, we are going to get sick this year, 
but they add a comforting thought that we are not going to 
die this time. The big sickness, the Grade A depression, 
will come along later. Congress is cutting Government 
spending, to help things along. 

Even the propaganda outlets for the Russian dictator- 
ship, euphemistically called Communism, are preparing the 
ground and planting the seeds in the full confidence that the 
seeds will sprout and grow and flourish when wet by the 
rains of the coming recession and warmed by the heat of 
conflict. 

The neighbors in our block have run out of loose money 
and have announced, over the back fence, that they are 
going to have to quit buying until prices come down. The 
merchants who drop into the Walnut Inn for lunch are in 
a battle of letters, telegrams, and wits trying to head off 
orders placed months ago, trying to cut down inventories 
and brace themselves for the shock. 

The jobbers further up the line must feel like a man 
caught between third base and home. The factories will be 
getting cancellations of orders, and cancellations will bring 
unemployment, and here we go round the mulberry bush.

Stand By to Reef in the Topsail 


‘That is the way it is supposed to work out. Our good 
friend Dave Novick, who has been in the Washington 
bureaus a good many years, but who does his own figuring, 
says it ain’t necessarily so. He has handed his fellow bureau- 
crats a memorandum to the effect that they have guessed 
this recession wrong. But then Dave is getting out of Wash- 
ington soon and going to Puerto Rico to teach in a univer- 
sity. He will have a hard time winning the argument from 
there. 

We wouldn’t know about the mathematics of recessions, 
depressions, booms, and busts. But if a man opens his mouth 
we can read his mind. And the mind of American business 
and American government is very definitely made up that a 
little recession is just what we need. Like Aunt Emma and 
a round of calomel. 

This kind of thinking in itself can start us feeling poorly. 
The best medicine may be a grain of salt. (Prophets in 1945 
predicted a bottom in 1946.) 

Wherever things are going, Thoroughbred racing and 
breeding may be expected to tag along. In the ordinary 
course of events they tag along at a considerable distance; 
that is to say, there is a lag between a trend in business and 
the manifestation of the same trend in racing and breeding. 

So, if a recession is beginning, and if it is only a recession, 
there is a chance that it will show up in racing only as a 
slight and not at all uncomfortable dip. 

But for breeders the picture is further complicated by 
the additional lag between the trends of racing and the trends 
of production. Ordinarily it takes three or four years for 
breeders of race horses to adjust themselves to the fortunes 
of the tracks. Mares bought or retired to the stud in 1947 
may be bred in 1948 and have foals in 1949 which will be 
yearlings in 1950 and come to the races in 1951. That is 
a long time off for guesswork, so breeders usually skip the 
guessing and respond only to the conditions current at the 
time of purchasing and breeding. 

The result of this lag is very like that of an unskilled 
rider on a big-striding trotting horse. When he goes down 


you go up, and when he comes up you go down to meet him. 
The resulting contact is very hard on the horse’s kidneys and 
the rider’s aplomb. 

Maybe we had better slow down just a little on that 
1951 crop of 2-year-olds.

Week-End at Pimlico 


BALTIMORE 

It isn’t often you get three races like the 
Dixie. the Pimlico Oaks, and the Preak- 
ness within two days, and as if this weren't 
enough there was a small tea-pot tempest 
over Phalanx before the Preakness was 
run. Seems that Sylvester Veitch, who 
trains the Pilate colt, went down town to 
meet Iver Balding, general manager of 
the Whitney interests, on the morning of 
May 9, and left without putting Phalanx 
through the entry box. Something like 
a half-hour before the entries closed Dave 
Woods went over to the barn to see what 
was holding things up, and found there 
Tom Veitch, authorized agent for the sta- 
ble and brother to the trainer. Skipping 
over conversation which you can readily 
supply, Tom Veitch, who didn’t want to 
leave the horse, instructed Dave to put in 
the entry, which was done. 

On Saturday morning the place ran 
wild with reports that the validity of Pha- 
lanx’s entry would be challenged before 
the race, and that if he ran anyway and 
got part of the purse it would be pro- 
tested. There were huddles here and 
there, involving track presidents and rac- 
ing commissioners and stewards and law- 
yers, and finally somebody read the rules 
and found that an authorized agent could 
deputize anyone he wished to make the 
actual entry. In the meanwhile, no actual 
protest was ever received, so maybe noth- 
ing was going to happen anyway. 

Personally | couldn’t see anything the 
matter with the Preakness form. On Trust 
loomed up like a winner three-sixteenths 
of a mile out, and it became readily ap- 
parent that if Faultless couldn’t do the 
job nothing else was going to. He did it, 
neatly, and when you consider that this is 
his fourth stakes win this year, plus a nar- 
row defeat in the Derby over a track that 
he disliked, I don’t know what you can do 
but call him the best of the 3-year-olds. 

Phalanx broke slowly, as usual, but he 
didn’t drop as far out of it as in the Derby, 
and he moved sooner. But nothing hap- 
pened. Jet Pilot was head-and-head with 
Faultless at the top of the home lane and 
just wasn’t there—he dropped about four 
lengths in the closing run and never really 
looked dangerous. Of the others, about 
all you could say was that Riskolater, 
which looked like a stretch runner at 
Keeneland but not at Churchill Downs, 
looked like one again at Pimlico. He had 
only one horse beaten after a half-mile, 
but came on very well to be fifth. Unfor- 
tunately he isn’t in the Belmont Stakes, 
where he might do very well. 
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The surprise of the Dixie was not the 
fact that Assault won it, for he was 2 to 
5, but that Arnold Hanger’s *Rico Monte 
had so much early speed. If you don’t 
remember *Rico Monte clearly, his two 
best races were his second to Stymie in 
the Gallant Fox Handicap, where he beat 
Assault and others, and his rather easy 
conquest of the 2145-mile Pimlico Cup 
Handicap last November. His distance- 
running ability was well known, but there 
was no idea, here at least, that he could 
run with Alexis and Natchez through the 
early furlongs. He did it, though, and 
had his head in front in the stretch at one 
time, then went under by a half-length to 
Assault’s later run. I must say that Ar- 
caro was not pushing the Texas colt hard, 
but nevertheless *Rico Monte gave a good 
effort. Mr. Hanger was very much en- 
couraged, feeling that if Horatio Luro had 
been able to get a race into *Rico Monte 
before the Dixie, he might have done bet- 
ter still. 

The grey *Talon, after lumbering along 
for six furlongs behind the field, ran over 
most of it to be third. I doubt if he can 
ever be taught to show early foot, but it 
will be interesting to see him in some of 
the late season distance races. 


The Kleberg Double 


Cosmic Missile, which had two or three 
good excuses after she was beaten by Blue 
Grass in the Kentucky Oaks, had a still 
better one last Friday—she ran into too 
much filly in King Ranch’s But Why Not, 
which has the distinction of being the first 
stakes winner to come out of the three-way 
split of the Bradley stock last year. 

Warren Mehrtens broke the Blue Lark- 
spur filly in front and kept her there. Cos- 
mic Missile, saving ground on the first 
turn, ran up through the field coming to 
the stretch, and when she came up to But 
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Why Not, [ thought she’d go on by. But 
Mehrtens was hoarding a little horse, and 
when he called on But Why Not the filly 
drew out again and won by something like 
a length and a quarter. 

The Kentucky Oaks winner, A. B. Han. 
cock, Jr.’s Blue Grass, ran well for a half. 
mile and then dropped out; maybe she’s 
another that has to have mud. Another 
disappointment was the $46,000 *Flying 
Fortress, which runs for Rokeby Stables, 
Perhaps this is badly stated, for she was 
at more than 100 to 1, so nobody could 
have hoped for much. But she is a grand 
big filly, and when she went to the first 
turn with the pace I thought she might be 
finding herself. She wasn’t, however, and 
dropped back to finish dead last. 


PRESIDENT STRAUS

Nope, Bull Lea on Unerring 


Now it’s Faultless. As the Kentucky 
Derby result suggested very strongly he 
would. he has won the Preakness Stakes, 
and the manner of its running suggested 
that Phalanx is not necessarily the Bel- 
mont Stakes winner. We are getting on 
toward finding a head to put the crown 
upon and at the moment the diadem is 
poised right over the browband of the 
Preakness winner. If Phalanx wants it 
he will have to push a little harder. 

Faultless moves Bull Lea a long step 
further toward the ranking of a great sire, 
a distinction toward which he has been 
making steady progress ever since his 
first get came to the races as 2-year-olds 
in 1943. 

Bull Lea was a racer of extreme class, 
but in neither of his three seasons of run- 
ning could he have been ranked quite at 
the top. Sky Larking, Menow, Tiger, 
Fighting Fox, and Nedayr could have been 
ranked above him at two. He shared hon- 
ors with Stagehand, Menow, Dauber, 
Nedayr, and others in the confused 3-year- 
old racing of 1938. At four he ran only 
twice, losing the McLennan Memorial 
Handicap to Stagehand by a neck, then 
winning the Widener Handicap easily un- 
der 119 pounds, with Sir Damion (114) 
second and Stagehand (126) third. Un- 
soundness then halted his racing. 

Undoubtedly top-class, but not a cham- 
pion, Bull Lea did not quite rate the best 
mares at Warren Wright’s Calumet Farm, 
and the only outside mare of distinction 
successfully mated with him in his first 
stud season was Myrtlewood (result, Dur- 
azna). Considering the handicap, or con- 
sidering anything, the first crop was phe- 
nomenal. It comprised 15 registered foals, 
of which 14 started, 13 won, and one 
placed. There were four stakes winners, 
Harriet Sue, the outstanding filly Twilight 
Tear, Durazna, and Armed, which was 
withheld from 2-year-old and early 3-year- 
old racing and did not show up as an out- 
standing performer until he was four, in 
1946. Besides these four there were two 
others, Bull Dandy and Gallant Bull, 
which placed in stakes. 

In the second crop, 23 foals of 1942, 
were the stakes winners Twosy, Good 
Blood, and Bull Play and the good filly No 
Blues, placed in the Princess Doreen and 
Alabama Stakes. In the third crop were 
High Shine and Degage; in the fourth, 
Lookout Jester and Faultless, Bull Lea’s 
first classic winner; and in the fifth, 2- 
year-olds of 1947, the best shown to date 
is the Debutante winner Bewitch. 

These early crops are in general from

mares which, while they are far better 
than average, are also probably short of 
the average racing and producing class of 
the mates of most of our top stallions. The 
later crops will have a higher average as 
to their dams. But it will be something 
of a chore for them to improve over the 
ones we already have with us. 


The Distaff Side 


Even so, about half the best horses got 
by Bull Lea are out of high-class race 
mares, and the Preakness winner is a case 
in point. Unerring won only one stakes 
race, the Starlet Sweepstakes, at two, but 
she placed in a number of other stakes, 
and won a total of 16 races, including a 
special race against the flying Flying Lill 


at Washington Park in her 3-year-old 
season. 

A particularly good augury for Fault- 
less is the fact that his dam raced through 
four seasons of training, and was a good 
winner in each of them. Toughness in a 
race mare is almost as high a virtue as 
class itself. If we ever have the gumption 
to quit shying away from hard-raced mares 
as producers, we shall probably breed 
more high-class horses which are also 
sound. 

Unerring was, of course, trained by the 
same Ben and Jimmy Jones who preside 
over the activities of her son. She raced 
for Herbert M. Woolf and at the con- 
clusion of her racing career was sold to 
the Jones boys’ new employer, Calumet 
Farm, for, | hear, $8,000. 

Faultless is down in the official records 
as a first foal. However, a reservation 
should be made before he is added to the 
ranks of distinguished firstlings. Un- 
erring was bred first to Chance Play and 
in 1943 had a dead foal, so that Faultless, 
born the following year, is actually a sec- 
ond foal, insofar as biological processes 
are concerned. As a matter of fact, he is 
an only child. Unerring was barren in 
1945 and 1947. Her foal of 1946, by 
Whirlaway, lived only one day. She was 
bred this year, as might have been imag- 
ined, to Bull Lea. 

Breeders who incline toward inbreeding 
will be intrigued by the *Bull Dog-on-* Sir 
Gallahad 3rd pattern of the Preakness 
winner's pedigree. This represents in- 
breeding with three free generations to 
*Teddy and Plucky Liege, parents of 
these redoubtable champions. 

My own special dogma holds me to the 
conclusion that Bull Lea and Unerring 
are enough explanation for Faultless, and 
that it will be unnecessary to bother with 
the inbreeding item. However, inbreed- 
ing to *Teddy and Plucky Liege will cer-

Natural or Nothing 


In answer to an inquiry from THe BLoop-Horse, Harold Vosburgh, reg- 
istrar of The Jockey Club, reports “there has been no change in the policy 


of The Jockey Club regarding artificial insemination.” 


Rule 8E still stands: 


“A foal is not eligible for registration unless it is begotten by natural 
service, although it is permitted to reinforce at once the natural service by 
artificial insemination with semen from the stallion performing the natural 
service on the mare that has just been covered.” 


Rule 8B is another item for breeders to remember. 


It provides: 


“Certificate of service, giving dates, and signed by owner (or authorized 
agent in charge) of the stallion, must accompany all applications for registra- 


tion.” 


Another comparatively new rule provides: “No registered name can be 
changed after the horse has won a race.” 


The fee to register foals of 1947 is $10, if paid by October 31.

Sometimes, as when an Assault or a 
Whirlaway wins the Kentucky Derby by 
eight lengths or so, the losers show up for 
the Preakness in a sort of fascinated 
trance, as if unable to run with him or 
from him. Again, as when a Johnstown, a 
Shut Out, or a Hoop, Jr., scores a clear-cut 
Derby victory, the defeated tighten their 
girths and come out swinging to reverse 
the decision. It was this latter psychology 
that prevailed at Old Hilltop on May 10. 
when, a week after the Derby had _pro- 
duced the tightest finish in more than a 
decade, an opposition bloc of ten came 
out in the Preakness field to prove to Jet 
Pilot that a Derby isn’t necessarily a whole 
ensemble. 

Besides those he had beaten a week 
earlier at Churchill Downs, there were 
King Bay, which had turned back On 
Trust, Deuble Jay, and some others prior 


to the Derby and had been reserved for 
the Preakness; Secnav and Cornish 
Knight, which had been in the East, 
sharpening for the Baltimore race; and a 
dark horse named Contest, which the King 
Ranch was sending out. 

But though these four were not to be 
overlooked. it was Phalanx, Faultless, and 
On Trust which figured to put Jet Pilot to 
the test. The assurance of a fast track at 
Pimlico greatly encouraged the opposition 
and seemed to be in its favor—Jet Pilot 
might not be hindered by a dry strip, but 
he would have held an advantage in case 
of mud. The weight of experience also 
was on the side of the Maine Chance colt’s 
rivals—this time they would know better 
than to let him ease along in the lead. 
They were going to make him stop, if pos- 
sible, instead of waiting for him to come 
back to them. 

Breaking from the No. 7 position, Jet 
Pilot went to the front with an eighth in 
:1215. as he had in the Derby. But from 
that point onward a different panorama 
unfolded as the field streamed past the 
poles. King Bay on the outside and On 
Trust on the inside carried Jet Pilot the 
next two furlongs in :1125 and :12. 
Johnny Longden, riding On Trust, then 
came up with an eighth in :1185, which 
sent his mount to the front and caused 
Eric Guerin to ease back with Jet Pilot. 

Along the backstretch On Trust opened 
a two-length lead, with King Bay second 
and Jet Pilot 14% lengths behind. But it 
was not to be a three-horse race. Douglas 
Dodson had Faultless in fifth place, be- 
hind Secnav, and Eddie Arcaro had Pha- 
lanx up to seventh. On the turn King Bay 


faded, Jet Pilot was second, Faultless was 
third and Phalanx had gone to fifth. 

On Trust and Jet Pilot were drifting 
out, at this point, while Faultless, appar- 
ently the freshest horse in the field, be- 
gan making an earnest run. At the six- 
teenth pole the race was between On Trust 
and Faultless. and in the last yards the 
Calumet colt drew away from the Califor- 
nian as Phalanx passed Jet Pilot to save 
third place. Riskolater rallied to take 
fifth as Cosmic Bomb, which had threat- 
ened on the turn, became tired. 

At slightly more than even money, Pha- 
lanx was the Preakness favorite. Faultless, 
which he had beaten by only a head in 
the Derby, was second choice at $4.20 to 
$1. Jet Pilot's Derby victory had failed to 
impress the Marylanders and he was third 
choice at $5.60 to $1. 

The winner’s $98,005 was a new high 
for the Preakness and possibly was the 
largest amount won by a 3-year-old in a 
single race. It carried Faultless’ total to 
$192.720, and made him the fourth $100,- 
000-winner for his sire. Bull Lea, and the 
ninth for Calumet Farm, which had won 
Preaknesses with Whirlaway and Pensive. 

The time of 1:59 was 225 seconds faster 
than Assault’s in 1946. The Preakness 
record of 1:57 was made by Alsab in 
1942. The 1947 Preakness was run as 
follows: :1215, :2335, :3535, :471s, 
73935, 1:1215, 1:25%, 1:3915, 1:514%, 
1:59. The furlongs—:1215, :1125. :12, 
21135, :1236, :1235, :1314, :1344, :12%. 
Last sixteenth :0715.

A MILLION MORE 


New Jersey’s State government will re- 
ceive approximately a million dollars in 
increased revenue from three race tracks 
this year under a bill signed May 8 by 
Governor Alfred E. Driscoll, who sharply 
criticized “race track lobbyists” for late 
amendments which cut the amount of in- 
crease to the State. 

The bill provides that: 

1. From each track the State will con- 
tinue to take its present 4 per cent of the 
mutuel handle if betting for the season is 
less than $50,000,000. If the handle ex- 
ceeds that figure, the State’s share will 
increase 1 per cent for each additional 
$2,500,000 until it reaches 8 per cent. 
(During 1946, the Atlantic City handle 


totaled $50,642,114; Garden State totaled 
$74.637,146; and Monmouth Park totaled 
$24,016,843. ) 

2. New Jersey will receive 18 per cent 
of the breakage on daily average betting 
between $1,000,000 and $1,500,000, with 
the State taking all breakage over the lat- 
ter figure. The tracks will keep all break- 
age if the daily betting is less than $1,- 
000,000. (Betting at Atlantic City last 


year averaged $1,205,000; at Garden State 
Park, $1.777.075: and at Monmouth Park 
$857,744. 

In signing the measure, Governor Dris- 
coll said he would have vetoed the 
amended bill “were it not for financial re- 
quirements of the State,” and added that 
he would seek passage of the original bill, 
which would have increased revenue more 
than $2,000,000, at the next session of the 
legislature.

Of Caughoo 


Dustin, Ireland 

Caughoo, which suddenly emerged from 
obscurity to the status of a Grand National 
Steeplechase winner, was got by Within 
the Law, John McEnery’s Son-in-Law 
horse which holds court at Rosenarra, 
County Kilkenny, at the modest fee of 
£15-10s. Within the Law was himself a suc- 
cessful race horse, winning seven races, 
value £2,719, before retiring to stud in 
1935. He won over distances varying from 
114 to 214 miles ard appears to be capa- 
ble of passing on his stamina to his pro- 
geny. 

His dam, White Bud, a daughter of 
White Eagle, won five races, value, £3,033, 
including a well deserved victory in the 
Lincolnshire Handicap. Her dam, Mine 
Own, was a daughter of Cyllene’s Two 
Thousand Guineas and Derby winner son 
Minoru, and traces through Meinhart and 
Chevisaunce to the immortal Paradigm. 

Since taking up residence at Rosenarra, 
Within the Law has, with very limited op- 
portunities, sired a number of winners un- 
der both rules. His consistency as a win- 
ner-getter is shown very clearly by the 
statistics for racing in Ireland for 1945. 
During that year only eight of his offspring 
appeared on the race courses in Ireland. 
Of these, five won races and one other has 
succeeded since. The remaining two had 
only one outing each and neither has ap- 
peared on a race course again. There can 
be few sires on either side of the Atlantic 
with a better average than that. 

The figures for 1946 are almost as im- 
pressive and he doesn’t seem to be doing 
too badly in 1947. That he is capable of 
getting winners over all distances is ap- 
parent from the victories of Caughoo, Law- 
abiding, a winner of seven steeplechases 
over two and three miles, and Lorimer, a 
good 2-year-old winner in Ireland last 
year.

bridge for 2,800 guineas. 


Silverdale was got by Vancedor, son of 
the speedy Orby, out of Silvertown, a win- 
ner of four races at two and three years 
and dam of three winners, including two 
at two years. Her other winner, Battles- 
town, won three races and at stud dropped 
the winners Linktown, Fair Battle, and 
Battlewell, the last named a successful 2- 
year-old winner in 1946. 


Caughoo’s grandam was an own sister 
to Silver Nest, dam of Farranjordan and 
Silver Eagle, the latter being one of the 
leading 2-year-olds in Italy in 1933. She 
was got by Polymelus’ son Silvern, who 
was an own brother to the Derby and 
Oaks winner Fifinella, and her dam was 
the White Eagle mare Eagle’s Eyrie, a 2- 
year-old winner and dam of a good race 
horse in Caymanos, winner of £6,482.

Both were therefore grandchil- 
dren, through their dam, Mountain Eagle, 
of that great mare Black Cherry, which 
was mother not only of the One Thousand 
Guineas and Oaks winner Cherry Lass but 
also dropped Blanche, dam of the mighty 
Blandford. Furthermore Black Cherry 
was a daughter of Black Duchess, which, 
when mated with Hampton, produced Bay 
Ronald, founder of the male lines of Gains- 
borough and Son-in-Law. 

If by chance old Black Duchess hap- 
pened to look down on Aintree on Na- 
tional day, she must surely have felt a glow 
of pride as she watched her little-known 
descendant battle his way through the 
mud to add another glorious honor to her 
already resplendent line.

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Bull Lea Heads Sires Through May 3 With $283,045; 
*Alibhai Is Second; Purse Distribution $10,727,761 


As racing shifted from the winter tracks 
to Eastern, Mid-western, and New England 
circuits, providing more opportunities for 
more horses, the sire standings also 
changed. But the changes since Febru- 
ary 28, when a previous summing-up was 
made, have not been surprising or sensa- 
tional. Of the 20 leading sires listed in 
Tue BLoop-Horse of March 15, page 774, 
accounting for the racing through Febru- 
ary 28, 17 still remain on the list, and 
West Coast stallions still occupy high 
places. 

Through the racing of May 3, Calumet 
Farm’s Bull Lea was the leader with 20 
winners of 42 races (plus one dead heat), 


which earned $283,045. Among them are 
the stakes winners Armed, Faultless 
(whose Preakness winnings are not in- 
cluded), and Bewitch. In the statistics 
published March 15, Bull Lea was second 
to Louis B. Mayer’s *Alibhai by about 
$17,000. *Alibhai now is in second place, 
about $23.000 behind the Calumet Farm 
stallion. 


Among other changes since February 
28, Pilate has advanced from eighteenth 
place to fourth place, mainly because of 
the accomplishments of Phalanx and 
Royal Governor. Roman, represented by 
several stakes winners, moved from ninth 
to fifth, and Bimelech, aided by Burning 


Dream’s victory in the $50,000-added Tan- 
foran Handicap, advanced from fourteenth 
to seventh. 

Newcomers to the list are Questionnaire,

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J. H. Lewis Dies; 
Was Noted Trainer 


John Howard Lewis died at his home 
at Elkins Park, Pa., on Saturday, May 3. 
About 85 years old, he had been inactive 
as a trainer since the death of the noted 
steeplechaser Bushranger in the spring of 
1937. 

Born just outside Philadelphia, J. How- 
ard Lewis was a classmate and lifelong 
friend and associate of Samuel D. Riddle. 
Both graduated from Swarthmore College, 
Mr. Lewis with the degree of civil en- 
gineer. 

Mr. Lewis’ father, who lived to be a 
nonagenarian, was a lover of Thorough- 
breds, and until very late in life drove 
trotters. He was one of the founders of 
the Rose Tree Hunt Club. J. Howard 
Lewis as a very young man turned his at- 
tention to racing. He began as an ama- 
teur rider when he was just out of his 
teens, and speedily built up a reputation 
as a steeplechase rider. 


He rode against the best professionals 
of his day, and more than held his own 
with them. A competent judge stated a 
few years ago that the best three amateur 
riders he ever saw were Harry Harwood, 
Foxhall P. Keene, and J. Howard Lewis. 


J. Howarp Lewis 


At one time Mr. Lewis maintained a 
small stud at his Highwood Farm, just 
over the city line of Philadelphia, with 
Stampede at its head. There he bred 
Swarthmore, by Stampede, foaled in 1884. 
Samuel D. Riddle had a share in Swarth- 
more, but he ran in the name of the artist 
Harry Stull, and ridden by R. Williams, 
won the Kenner Stakes at Saratoga in 
1887. 


Mr. Lewis frequently rode his own 
horses, the best of which were Futurity 
and Ecarte, but he had a great affection 
for the mare Delaware. 

When the late Joseph E. Widener de. 
termined to return to racing about the 
turn of the century, he cast his lot with 
the steeplechase end of the sport and en. 
gaged J. Howard Lewis to train his horses, 
This association lasted until Mr. Widener’s 
death in the autumn of 1943. For more 
than four decades Mr. Lewis trained Mr, 
Widener’s jumpers with marked success, 
It was not long after Mr. Widener’s death 
that Mr. Lewis was stricken ill, and for 
the past four years it had been obvious to 
his legion of friends that J. Howard Lewis 
would be seen around the racecourses no 
more, 

Lack of space precludes more than a 
brief resume of the horses trained by Lewis 
that won stakes for Widener. Steeple. 
chasers owned by Mr. Widener and trained 
by Mr. Lewis won approximately 150 
stakes. Among them were such outstand- 
ing champions as El Cuchillo, his brother 
Coligny, a winner until he was 16, Relluf, 
John M. P., Compliment, Expectation, 
Stonewood, *McCarthy More, Houdini, 
Neap Tide, and that superb quartette, 
*Duettiste, Fairmount, Are Light and 
Bushranger. Horses trained or managed 
by Mr. Lewis won the Manly Memorial no 
fewer than eight times for Mr. Widener. 
They won the Temple Gwathmey six years 
in succession. Grand National winners 
trained by Mr. Lewis included Relluf, Ex- 
pectation, Stonewood, Are Light, and 
Bushranger. Bushranger won this three- 
mile stakes with the record impost of 172 
pounds. Best Play, developed by Mr. 
Lewis, was sold to John Sanford the day 
before he won the Grand National. Horses 
trained by Mr. Lewis won the Charles L. 
Appleton Steeplechase five times. Neap 
Tide, a maiden, won the inaugural in 
1922, followed by Fairmount, Arc Light, 
*Azucar and Bushranger. 

Lewis was inclined to believe *Duettiste 
was the best steeplechaser he ever trained, 
citing as proof that this son of Ethelbert 
carried 173 pounds when he won this stake 
for the second time as an eight year old 
in 1920. *Duettiste was sent to England 
for the Grand National, but went wrong 
and was returned to this country com- 
pletely broken down. Lewis rested him 
for a year, then put him back in training 
and won the International Steeplechase 
with him in 1924 when he was 12 years old, 
beating none other than *Dan IV. Mr. 
Lewis always averred *Duettiste beat bet- 
ter horses than Bushranger, which had 
speed enough to win the Whitney Cup on 
the flat. From a money-winning  stand- 
point Are Light was the leader, winning 
13 races and earning $121,620.

tainly be a very common pattern in Amer- 
ican pedigrees for many years. I rather 
think that it will be precisely as common 
among the losers as among the winners. 


Back to Maggie B. B. 


The female line of Faultless, while its 
importance has been waning in recent 
years, has been, by and large, the most 
distinguished family in American breed- 
ing during the last three-quarters of a 
century. Mattie T., his fourth dam, is a 
daughter of Jaconet, daughter of the im- 
mortal Maggie B. B. The immortality of 
Maggie B. B., like that of most other fa- 
mous matriarchs of the breed, has been 
chiefly dependent upon mares of racing 
class. At a quick glance I would say that 
the branch which leads to Faultless is the 
strongest survival of this once powerful 
family. 

Bohemia, third dam of Faultless, was 
bred by W. L. Simmons at the Ash Grove 
Stud near Lexington. She was a stakes 
winner and produced six winners, includ- 
ing Trojan, whose one win was in the Fu- 
turity of 1914. Her last foal, born when 
she was 19 years old, was Margaret Law- 
rence. Bohemia was then owned by H. T. 
Oxnard, then owner of what is now Mrs. 
George L. Harrison’s Blue Ridge Farm at 
Upperville, Va. 

Margaret Lawrence raced only at two, 
won four of her eleven starts, was second 
in two others and third in one. John E. 
Madden owned her when she entered the 
stud in 1924 as a 3-year-old, to be bred to 
Sir Martin. Her first foal was the good 
stakes winner Lawley. At the Madden 
dispersal sale in November 1926 she was 
purchased for Senator J. W. Bailey’s Done- 
gal Farm (now included in Calumet) for 
$2.200. When Senator Bailey’s estate was 
dispersed in November, 1929, Rush Mce- 
Coy bought her for the account of Herbert 
M. Woolf at $2,000. 

In the fall of 1932 Mr. Woolf had the 
once-in-a-lifetime luck to purchase Insco 
for $500 at the Lexington Fall Sales. In 
four successive years, from matings with 
Insco, Margaret Lawrence produced the 
good winner Lady Marsco, the Kentucky 
Derby winner Lawrin, then Unerring, and 
then the Kentucky Oaks winner Inscolas- 
sie. These and some of Insco’s other stakes 
winners put Johnson County, Kansas, on 
the map of Thoroughbred breeding. 

Altogether Margaret Lawrence pro- 
duced five stakes winners. 

Unerring is typical of the selection of 
breeding stock which Warren Wright has 
exercised in making Calumet Farm one 
of the most successful ventures in the his- 
tory of American breeding. There are 
now at Calumet a total of 64 broodmares, 
of which 17 were stakes winners and seven 
others were winners and placed in stakes.
